"Farmers in Antioch are discover- 
ing ways to survive even the so- 
called 'act of God' accident," T. L. 
Baskin, accident prevention chair- 
man for North Lake County Red 
Cross chapter, declared today. 

"Most farmers and farmers' fami- 
lies arc accidentally killed by falls or 
farm machinery or burns or livestock- 
on-the rampage," he pointed out. 
"Others die on*the highway or in 
the old swimmin' hole. Most of these 
deaths could be avoided. How they 
could be avoided is something that 
farmers all over the country are 
learning this 'National Farm Safety 
week' in a concentrated effort to bet- 
ter agriculture's bad safety record." 

Bas.'dn presented a 'list of pre- 
cautions recommended to escape 
death-by disaster: 

Install lightning rods on farm 
houses and farm buildings. Ground 
fence wires.

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The Ultimate Challenge 

It has been said that hunger and cold are com- 
munism's most efficient allies. That aphorism under- 
lies the present United States foreign policy, with its 
emphasis on material aid to nations threatened by So- 
viet diplomatic and economic aggression. 

France is a perfect example of this. France must 
have two basic materials from the United States— and 
if she doesn't get them from us, the way will be paved 
for her complete descent into totalitarianism. One of 
the commodities is wheat — France's own crop will be 
only about one-fifth of her normal pre-war crop. The 
olher commodity is coal — and, to quote a Life editorial, 
"Coal for France means the difference between just 
getting by and utter industrial collapse." 

Fortunately, the United States will have a bumper 
crop this year, and filling France's requirements will 
not be an excessive drain. Coal, however, is another 
matter. We have plenty of it in the ground. But it can- 
not be used to aid France or to serve ourselves unless 
the miners get it out. To quote Life once more, "The 
man who burns coal in Main Street must understand 
why he must conserve just as clearly as John L. Lewis 
must understand the necessity of avoiding a coal 
strike." If we fail to deliver the coal, we will be play- 
ing straight into the hands of the communists. If 
France ever enters the Soviet orbit, the iron curtain 
will soon cover all of Europe. 

What this amounts to is that American materials 
are now a diplomatic weapon. If the greatest democratic 
power In the world cannot succor distressed peoples, 
stricken nations will turn to the greatest dictatorship in 
the world, and the cause of human freedom will be ir- 
retrievably damaged. Here is the ultimate challenge to 
American industry— and to American labor.

To But One End 

It would seem that it has been well demonstrated 
to the peoples of the world, including the United States, 
that government planning and management of industry 
lead to but one end— the totalitarian state, in which 
the people exist for the government. 

This fact should be pondered by those who be- 
lieve that it is possible to let the government dominate 



some phases of our economic life — and at the same 
time permit enterprise in other phases. Such a belief Is 
based on one of the most dangerous of all theories — 
that a nation can have an economy which is partly 
socialist and partly free. That theory has long been 
tried in other countries, and in every instance social- 
ism has swallowed free enterprise. 

That is why our Federal program for socializing 
the electric utility industry has an importance which 
cannot be measured by its effect on this industry alone. 
It directly contradicts all the basic principles upon 
which this government was founded and on which it 
has grown great. Can any man seriously believe thnt 
if one basic industry is socialized by the state, with all 
the political power and patronage involved, that other 
industries will be unmolested? If it Is a proper func- 
tion of our government to furnish electricity, it is also 
proper for it to furnish us with food, newspapers, manu- 
iactured articles, housing, and everything else. 

The wealth and power of this nation stemmed 
from the free enterprise system— and from a philosophy 
nt government which said unequivocally that the rights 
of the individual were eternal and irrevocable. The 
greatest obligation of us all is to preserve that system 
and that philosophy far the generations to come.

Been galavantin' again. Been up to the City. I 
always come home with sore feet and a kink in my 
neck, and glad that I don't live amongst the stop and 
go signals and traffic whistles. But when 6 months 
roll around, there I am at the ticket window and pre- 
paring to take-off again.
